KNIT TECHNIQUES

Kitchener Stitch 

This method of weaving wtth two neeOes 
is used fof the toes of socks and flat 
seams To v/eave the edges together and 
form an unbroken line of stockinette 
stitch, drvide all stitches evenly onto two 
knitting needles— one behind the other. 
Thread yarn into tapestry needle. Hold 
neetSes with wrong sides together and 
vAxk from right to left as follows. 

Step 1: 

insert tapestry needle into first stitch 
on front needle as to purl. Draw yarn 
through stitch, leaving stitch on 
knitting needle.

Basic Stitches 

Garter Stitch 

On straght needles knit every 
TO/c When working in the round 
on circular or cJoubte-poinced 
needles, knit one round then purl 
one round. 

Stockinette Stitch

Ribbing 

Combines knn and pul stitches tvithin a 
rowr to g\<e stretch to the garment. Ribbing 
is most often used fOr the lower edge of 
the front and back, the cuffs and neck 
edge of garments 

The rib pattern is established on the first 
row. On subsequent rows the knit stitches 
ate knrtted and pul stitches ate puled to 
form the rbs 

Reading Pattern Instructions 

Before beginning a pattern, took through 
t to make sure you are famiar wttfi the 
abbreviations that are used. 

Some patterns may be written for tTtore 
ttian one sue. n this case the smallest 
si2e Is given first and others ate placed in 
parentheses When only one number is 
given, it appkes to al sues 
YOU may v/ish to highighc tfie numbers 
for the site you are making before begrv 
ning R is also helpful to place a seif- 
shcking note on the pattern to mark any 
changes made while working tfie pattern. 

Measuring 

To measure pieces, lay them net on a 
smooth surface. Take the measurement 
n the tTvddteof the piece For example, 
measure the length to the armhole in the 
center of the front or back piece, not along 
tfte outer edge vitrere the edges tend to 
cun/eorroll. 



Gauge 

The angle most mportant factor in deter- 
mining the finehed size of a knit item is the 
gauge Atthcugh not as importaft for flat, 
one-piece items, it is important ^vhen mak- 
ing a dothing cem that needs to fit properly. 

t is important to nvike a shtch-gauge 
swatch about 4 nches square with rec- 
ommended patterns and needles before 
beginning. 

Measure the swatch, if the number of 
strtches and rov/s are fewer than indi- 
cated under 'Gauge' in the pattern, your 
needles are too targe. Try anaher swatch 
with smaller-size needfes. if the number of 
stitches and rovrs are more than indicated 
uider 'Gauge' in the pattern, your needles 
are too small. Try another sv/atch with 
targer-size needles 

Continue to adjust needles until correct 
gauge is achieved 

Working From Charts 

When vrorkirg with more than one color 
(1 a tow. sometimes a chart is provided 
to follovr the pattern. On the chart each 
square represents one strtch. A key is given 
indtoatrig the color or stitch represented 
by each color or symbol in the box. 

When v/otkng to rows oddtoitoibered 
rows are usuaffy read from right to left and 
even-numbered rov/s from left to right. 

Odd-runbeted rows represent the right 
ade of the work and are usually knit. Even- 
nunbered ro//s represent tfie wrong side 
and are usually purled. 

When v/otki^ to rounds, every row on 
the chart is a nght-side row. and is read 
from right to left. 

Use of Zero 

to patterns that include various sizes, zeros 
are sometimes necessary. For example, kO 
«0,i) means if you are making the smai- 
est or middle size, you woiid do nottiing, 
and if you are mak^ the largest size, you 
would kl.
